M. "Brown was arrested last night 
on a charge

Lambort with a gun persuation 
to 
par over to him tho sum of 
14. 
Tho story of tho case is 
interest- 
ing and is as follows: 
J. "W. 
Lam- 
bert and his 
hay-bailin- g 
crow were 
at work 
on tho Kennedy 
ranch, 
fivo miles east of tho cit', 
on tho 
Isaacs road. 
Brown was one 
of 
tho crow, but took a notion in 
his 
head to quit work. 
Ho demanded 
the paj' for his work 
from 
Lam- 
bert, but tho latter 
had not 
com- 
pleted his contract 
on 
tho ranch 
and told Brown that ho could not 
pay him just then, 
as 
ho had 
no 
money. 
Brown raved around 
for 
a while, then went off. 
He return- 
ed, however, 
accompanied 
by 
a 
"Winchester 
rifle. 
Ho leveled tho 
weapon 
at 
Lambert 
and 
said: 
"Now, by God, I'm after tho money 
or I will kill 
you." 
Lambert 
ex- 
postulated with him and told 
him 
ho was foolish to act in that 
man- 
ner, and as soon as he was through 
with his contract ho would pay the 
amount. 
Brown 
was determined 
and swore that ho would havo 
tho 
money then and thcro or ho would 
kill him. 
Lambert 
tearing 
that 
Brown 
would put his threat into

RAILROAD. 


Ropoit comes 
from 
the 
upper 
Gila in Arizona, that 
tho 
Bowio 
and Noithern railroad, in its jour- 
ney to Globe is tied up at Ft. Thorn 
as, because, forsooth, tho consont of 
tho Indians on tho San Carlos res 
crvation must first bo obtained 
be- 


foro tho road can 
bo built 
across 
tho grounds of that accursed breed- 
ing pen. 
This condition of aflahs 
was brought 
about by President 
Cleveland who vetoed tho right 
of 
way granted the road 
during 
tho 
last session of congress. 
His wish- 


es 
were 
then ascertained, 
and 
a 
bill passed in conformity thereto 
which was "consent of tho Indians." 
This will bo almost 
iinpossiblo to 
obtain for tho reason that tho agent 
in chargo is said to bo hostilo to the 
mcasuie. 
However, on this latter 
point wo hopo to have been misin 
formed. 
It is hardly 
possible to 
conceive that such a Chinese way 
of thinking can 
gain 
a 
ftjothold 
ovon on an Indian 
reservation 
in 
North America. 
But, however this 
may be, the railroad is at a stand 
still. 
Civilization and tho develop- 
ment of tho vast mineral 
resources 
of tho Globo district stand with it. 
Tho mineral region ahead of tho 
railroad takes off his hat to no dis- 
trict in tho west for buried wealth. 
Tito biggest chunks 
of silver, 
tho 
richest gold mines and tho greatest 
deposits of copper 
oro 
havo 
been 
found in tho country around Globe. 
Somo of theso 
havo 
been worked 
sinco tho advent of white men into 
that fabulously 
rich 
region. 
At 
that timo tho 
outside 
woild 
was 
afar off and communication 
there, 
with, was both perilous and expen- 
sive. 
In fact up to within tho past 
year the nearest railroad communi 
cation was 120 
miles distant, 
but 
notwithstanding 
this 
enormous 
drawback 
tho mines poured 
mil- 
lions of wealth into tho lap of tho 
world, and 
to-da- y 
stand nearly 
to 
multiply tho amount ten times ten, 
but to do this a railroad 
is 
neces- 
sary. 
This necessity has been built 
ft om Bowie station on 
tho 
South- 
ern Pacific to 
Thomas, 
70 
miles 
from 
its proposed 
terminal, 
an,d 
now stands halting at 
a 
neutral 
strip over which it must cross to 
reach tho El 
Dorado. 
Under tho 
teims imposed by tho right of way 
act it is possible but barely 
prob- 
able that tho conditions can bo com- 
plied with. 
This however is duo to 
no fault of tho railroad management 
who havo oxpressed a willingness 
and a desiro to pay for damago to 
property tlioy may do, 
which, 
at 
most, from tho very 
character 
of 
tho country, can bo but very little. 
But tho 
consent 
of 
tho 
Indians 
must first bo obtained. 
This, to our way 
of thinking 
without 
government 
intorferonce, 
is a greater labor than tho building 
of tho road, for with every milo of 
track laid tho scope of Indian devil, 
try 
is 
curtailed. 
This 
tho 
rod 
devils know fully as well as their 
more civilized 
brcthoren. 
But 
in 
tho namo of every white 
man and 
woman in Arizona wo must protest 
against their 
staying 
hand. 
Tho 
reservation is government property, 
set aside for tho uses and abuses of 
tho Apacho Indians. 
At least nine 
tenths of the lands embraced 
with- 
in its lines are absolutely 
valuless 
to its present 
occupants 
and 
al- 
though it has been repeatedly 
cut 
down it is still a waste 
of public 
domain 
to 
maintain 
its present 
magnificicnt 
proportions. 
The 
land is largely minoral and as such 
is of no moro use to an Indian than 
Christianity 
is to a Kurd and it is 
against 
tho 
Nineteenth 
century 
ideas to allow 
brcch;cloutcd 
bar 
barians to block thc way of pro- 
gress. 
No ' rights 
would 
bo 
out- 
raged on tieaty stipulations violat- 
ed and no 
property 
intorcsts 
in 
jured by tho building of tho road 
but a great and noble purpose 
of 
opening up tho resources of a good 
country would be sorvpd. 
No white man or his interests is 
allowed to stand in tho way of a 
public improvement. 
If ho refuses 
a i oasonablo prico for tho right of 
way over his landed property tho 
courts step 
in with condemnatory 
proceedings and the wheels movo 
right along. 
Is an 
Indian- - above 
tho law or his claims moro 
sacred 
than the white man? 
Unfortunate 
ly this is mado to appear so in Ari- 
zona 
through 
governmental 
in- 
terference. 
It is impossible 
how- - 
over, from tho very naturo of things 
that the conditions now deplored, 
can continue to exist 
and 
wo aro 
constrained to believe that if tho 
matter is pi oporly laid 
beforo 
tho 
Washington authorities 
thoy 
will 
not allow tho consent of a few 
In- - 
lians to stand-i- n 
the waj- - of inter- - 
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nal improvements 
in the territory. 
The road to 
Globo 
is a 
fixed 
cer- 
tainty and consent or no consent it 
will surely bo built, hut tho inter 
ior department 
can open 
tho way 
if it will and wo holicvo it will 
on 
proper representations 
being mado 
thorcto.

GRAHAM COUNTY TO THE FRONT 


A Few KnctM Worth Knowing 
foiioeriiliiB 
Our Wonderful 
Count) . 


Graham county lies in tho south 
eastern portion of 
tho Tciritory, 
having oeen formed from Pima and 
Apache counties by tho Legislature 
of 1881. 
Jt has 
been 
but 
little 
known, owing to its isolated 
situa- 
tion, un to 189 1. 
when 
tho 
Gila 
Valley, Globo 
& Northern 
railroad 
was built from 
tho 
Southern 
Pa 
cific road, at Bowie, into the county, 
At this writing it has its terminus 
at Thomas, but is pushing 
ahead, 
with tho rich mining 
distiict 
of 
Globe, in Gila county, for 
its 
ob- 
jective point. 
This road travel scs 
tho valloy of the Gila, which 
com 
prises tho largest and best tract of 
agricultural 
land 
in 
tne 
easicin 
part of the Territory. 
Tho area of the county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 square miles. 
It is all 
at an elevation of moro than 
2,500 
feet above sea level, which secures 
it from tho burning 
heats 
exper 
ienced in the lower valleys 
to the 
west. 
Its surface is diversified by 
rolling hills, pi ccipitous 
and rug 
gcd mountain ranges, elevated pla- 
teaus and valleys, 
all 
pioducing 
nutritious 
grasses 
fairly 
well 
in 
seasons of average rain fall, and af- 
fording 
good 
pasturage 
for 
a 
reasonable amount of stock. 
Tho agricultural development 
is 
as yet confined to tho lich alluvial 
soils of the river valleys, as water 
for iirigation 
is cheaply and 
abun- 
dantly divei ted from 
the running 
streams 
Here the proper 
system 
of water appropriation 
has 
been 
followed, 
The owners of the land 
and build and 
own 
the 
canals that supply their land witli 
the necessary water, 
each 
farmer 
paving his pro rata "of the expense 
attending the kcoping 
up 
of the 
ditches and distribution 
ot water. 
Land and water hcio go togeth 
er. 
When ono buj's 
a farm 
hero 
ho gets a certain amount of interest 
in a dith that supplies his land. 
Tho rane of crops 
includes 
all 
kinds of small grain, corn and cot 
ton, Irish and sweet 
potatoes, and 
all root crops, in 
fact 
eveiything 
grown in the most favored spots in 
the temperate zone. 
The capacity 
of our iriigatcd lands for fruits has 
not becntested except in 
a 
desul 
tory way, 
each 
farmei 
u 
ing 
small general orchard, 
but results 
point to agrcat future tor horticul 
turo. 
Tho prune, apple, pear and 
peach reach gi cat size and perlec 
tion here.

OF 
HONOR. 


Men 
Were Managed with Toya, Declared 
ltonaparto 
In Founding It. 
But it is not difficult to understand 
the popularity of a measure, passed at 
about the same time, for establishing 
the now 
well-know- n 
Legion of Honor. 
It is certainly true that the desire for 
social 
inequlity 
that is, for personal 
distinction 
is the 
strongest 
single 
force in callingouthuman 
energy. The 
passion for pins, badges, ribbons and 
personal decorations 
of every sort is 
well-nig- h 
universal. 
It gratifies tho 
sense of achievement among men who 
are able, and flatters 
the vanity 
o." 
those who are not. 
To this passion, in 
itself not necessarily ignoble, the first 
consul determined to appeal for 
fur- 
ther support. Every new institution of 
importance 
so far 
created by 
him 
might, 
with 
no great ingenuity, 
"be 
turned into a prop of autocratic 
gov- 
ernment. 
Priests and emigrants were 
now alike natural allies of Bonaparte, 
the constitution 
had been virtually 
superceded, the troublesome senator8, 
tnoiincs 
ami 
li'glsltitora 
either 
dis- 
missed 
or 
else warned and called to 
order, while the surrounding 
nations-o- ne 
of them a kingdom 
were, in rela- 
tion to France, like the sheaves bowing 
to Joseph's sheaf. 
The foundation 
of 
the 
Legion 
of 
Honor was a measure easily manage 
able in the interest of any government 
which might control it. 
Roederer de 
blared in its support that the great 
deeds of the nation made It essential to 
revive the 
sentiment 
of honor. 
An 
article of the constitution guaranteed, 
in the name of the French people, a 
recompense to its armies. 
This simple 
phrase was the sanction chosen for the 
erection of a corporation which, like 
the orders of absolutism, might inter- 
mediate between the people and their 
magistrate in order to lend the s.ame 
mystery 
which ever 
surrounds 
any 
monarch who 
is 
the 
"fountain 
of 
honor." The republicans saw the trap, 
and resisted sturdily, even in the coun- 
cil of state, but to no purpose. 
The law was passed on May 
19, 1S0U; 
the ranks 
were constituted, 
and the 
decorative badges determined. 
Every 
member swore to resist any attempt to 
restore feudalism in all its attributes, 
and consciences were thus 
quieted. 
Bight and left the men of science, of 
art, and of literature appeared 
with 
their ribbons and rosettes; 
the nation 
applauded, 
and 
Bonaparte's 
opinion 
was justified. 
"You call these 
toys! 
Well, you manage men with toys," he 
declared while the project was under 
discussion. 
He proved to be right. 
In 
all monarchical Europe no decoration 
is more 
eagerly sought, to this day, 
than is that of the Legion of Honor in 
republican 
France.

THE SEIN 
ISLANDERS. 


A Race That Lives 
Upon a Very Primitive 
Fare. 
The Sein Islanders rarely eat any 
an-im- al 
food except fish. 
As it is brought 
in, the women salt it and lay it out to 
dry on the quay wall or on a conven- 
ient rock, so that 
before 
the winter 
they 
have 
made 
a large 
provision. 
Dried 
conger is especially esteemed. 
Their ordinary cooking is well adapted 
to keep in check a too eager appetite. 
Potatoes and their skins, with a layer 
of dried fish dropped upon them during 
the boiling, 
is an 
dish,wh ich is considered one of the most 
satisfying and economical. 
The com- 
mon drink 
is water or cider. 
Fresh 
water is precious, 
for much of that 
which is used is brought over from the 
mainland. 
The women 
have 
a mode of baking 
bread 
which is probably 
one 
of the 
most ancient still practiced by man- 
kind. 
A thick 
layer of live embers 
having been spread upon the forepart 
of the hearth, 
a circular iron plate a 
foot or more in diameter is pressed 
down upon it. 
Upon this the dough, 
made into 
the 
desired shape of 
the 
loaf.'is laid. 
Over it is placed a convex 
iron cover; then a fire 
of dry seaweed 
is made upon this. 
The seaweed burns 
slowly, and supplies just 
tho 
heat 
that 
is 
needed. 
In 
every 
house 
there is all that is requisite for baking 
in this manner, for although 
in sum- 
mer there is a regular supply of bread 
from the 
mainland, 
the furious cur- 
rents of the Kazan 1 the westerly gales 
may keep all 
communications 
inter- 
rupted for weeks together 
in the bad 
beason. 
It is true that there is a tele- 
graphic cable, but the means of 
feed- 
ing people by electricity has vet to be 
discovered.

Ita Singular Method of Multlpljlng Itself

ordinary mortal, a drop of 
water 
is what 
the 
primrose was to 
Peter Boll, a drop of water and 
noth- 
ing more; but to the student of nature, 
armed with a 
high-powe- 
r 
microscope, 
it immediately becomes a world teem- 
ing 
with 
living creatures., 
the most 
minute representative 
of animal life. 
These 
thoughts 
were suggested 
by 
reading Prof. Grace's 
description of a 
battle he once w itnessed while exam- 
ining a collection of rotifers, 
which 
were amassed in a single drop of fresh 
water. 
Among 
others, Mr. Grace 
no- 
ticed a fine specimen of infusorian, 
which was swimming back and forth 
among the rotifers, as if intent on mis- 
chief. 
On the following day it was 
noticed that 
the 
rotifer 
colony 
had 
lost several of its members, and that 
the iufusorian's form had rounded out 
until 
he 
tesemblcd 
a miniature 
St. 
Louis bartender. 
Mr. Grace now 
re- 
solved to watcli the infusorian's move- 
ments 
and ascertain, 
if 
possible, 
the 
modus 
operandi 
whereby 
the 
capture of such expert swimmers as 
the rotifers are known to be was ef- 
fected. 
A few minutes' wait sufficed. 
Soon it was noticed that the infusorian 
was slowly and continuously working 
his way around the foot of a rotifer, 
which was resting on the glass slide. 
Around and around he went as slyly 
as a mouse in an oats bin, and when 
ho had finished it was noticed that the 
rotifer's 
foot was firmly cemented to 
the glass. 
The infusorian, seeming to 
know that his victim was secure, 
be- 
gan to goad the tethered creature and 
torment it in all the ways that devilish 
ingenuity 
could suggest 
He would 
jump upon its back and bite it in sev- 
eral places with

for nearly half an hour, 
when it was noticed that the rotifer 
was dying from exhaustion. 
Noting 
the death of his victim the infusorian 
proceeded

doubtless 
had 
done 
the 
others 
that 
were missing. 
Mr. 
Grace next 
examined a small body of water, 
con- 
sisting 
of four drops, in 
which there 
were several infusorians and roti.'ers. 
The former proved the enemies of the 
latter, just as in the single drop 
pre- 
viously examined. 
It was also noticed 
that the infusoria, having devoured a 
victim, would almost immediately 
di- 
vide into two or four new animals, each 
of which would quickly swim away 
in search of prey, just as its parent 
had done before.

The office of leader of the hunt was 
held in great honor because ofits grave 
responsibilities, which demanded a man 
of high character and recognized abil- 
ity. 
He must be of undoubted valor, 
a good 
hunter, a man reverent 
and 
just. 
The entire tribe was placed un- 
der his control, 
the principal chiefs 
acting 
as counselors, but complying 
with his instructions. 
He directed the 
march of the people, and selected their 
camping 
places; 
he 
chose 
and 
dis- 
patched 
the runners in search of the 
buffalo, and organized and directed 
the 
hunt 
when 
the game had been 
found. 
If the tribe 
encountered en 
cmies, he was the leader of the 
war-nor- s, 
taking 
his place at the post of 
greatest 
danger, and he 
was held re 
sponsible for everything that occurred, 
from the successful pursuit of the buf- 
falo, and the health and welfare of the 
people, down to the quarreling of chit 
dren and dogs. 
He 
who desired to fill the office of 
leader was required to procure a buffal- 


o-hide 
from which the hair had been 
removed, a crow, a golden and a 
bald-heade- d 
eagle, a shell di3k, a quantity 
of sinaw for thread, a 
red-ston- e 
pipe 
with its flat stem ornamented 
with 
porcupine-quil- 
l 
embroidery, and a ket- 
tle. 
These he presented 
to the 
Hun-ga-gen- s, 
through 
the keepers of the 
two sacred tents, after he had been ap- 
pointed to the office by the chiefs. 
If 
there 
was no candidate for the posi 
tion, the chiefs appointed a man from 
a 
sub-gen- s 
of the 
gens.1
